■RJ^HF.REAS, a Convention assci 
* V ii, ihe State of South Cai 
have pasted an Ordinantc by whicl 
declare, "That iho several acts and 
of acts o( the Congress of the L 
States purporting tn be laws for tli 
posing of duties and imposts on ih( 
portaiion offoreign cnnimoditiei, am 
having actual operation and effect 
in the United States, and more esp 
Ijr," two acts for the same purpos 
the 39 th of May, 1828, and on the 
of July, 1833, "arc unauthorized b 
ContiHulion of ihe United States, ai 
olate Ihe true meaning and intent t 
of, and are null and void, and no law, 
binding on' the citizens of that State 
ofiiccra; aqd by the said Ordinance 
further declared to be unlawfuj for 1 
the constiinied authorities of the Sti 
of the United States to enforce the 
mentofthe duties imposed by th' 
act* within the same Siafe, and ihai 
tHc duly of the Legislature to pass 
.laws as may be necessary to give f 
fect,.to the said Ordinance; 

Amd wmbukas, by the said Ordi 
H is further ordained, that in no cs 
law or equity, decided in the Coii 
said State, wherein shall be dra\ 
quoation the validity of ilu said 
nance, or of the acts of the I>egia 
that may be passed to give it effect, 
the said laws of the Unite J States, 1 
peal ahail be allowed to the Su; 
Court of the United States, nor.lra 
A:opy of the record be permitted or 1 
«d for that purpose, nod that any ( 
•tteiTvpiing to take such aiipoal ah 
punivhed as for a contempt ofCoti^ 
And, finally, the said Ordinanc 
dares, that I he people of South C 
na will maintain the said Ordinal 
oxcry hazard; and that they will co 
the passage of any net hy Congress 
ashing or .closing the ports of th. 
State, or otherwise obstructing iht 
Ingress or egress of vessels to ant
